My Dear Colonel: - 


In a letter addressed by Dr. Samuel Moore, Director of the Mint, under date of May 25, 
1832, to Hon. C.P. White, House of Representatives, I find that Dr. Moore states that in 1805, 
the President directed the coinage of silver dollars to be suspended at the Mint. If there is such an 
order on file at your Mint, will you be so kind as to send me a copy at your convenience. My 
impression is that the late Director had a copy of this letter some years ago but I can not find any 
record of it in the office, or among the private papers relating to Mint matters left by him.
